Comparing the Diesel oil engines, with 
which the Selandia is fitted, with steam 
engines, Captain Gabe explained that, 
roughly speaking, the oil engines were 
about the same weight as the old steam 
engines with the exception of course of 
the boilers and coal bunkers. Captain 
sabe is enthusiastic in his appreciation 
of thé vessel of which he is now cap- 
tain and it is evident that he certainly 
joes not wish to return to a steam- 
driven vessel. 

The Selandia has just completed a 
trip from Copenhagen to Bangkok and 
back, during which time not a single 
chair was screwed down. Captain Gabe 
pointed also to two tall vases of flowers 
standing on ordinary-shelves. “These 
vases,” he said, “have not been moved 
since they were placed there in Copen- 
hagen just before I left for ‘ndon.” 
This affords good proof of the admirable 
sea-going qualities of the vessel. 

Her stability is due largely to the 
amount of cargo carried and the arrange- 
ment of the same, as well as the manner 
in which the oil is stcred between the 
double bottoms. It is in this respect 
that vessels of the Selandia type have 
so great an advantage over the ordinary 
steamer which is fitted with coal bunk- 
ers occupying a considerable space, it 
being possible to use the double bot- 
toms for water ballast only. In the case 
of the Selandia, however, sufficient fuel 
to carry the vessel round the world can 
be stored in this space, and as the fuel 
is used the same tanks can be filled with 
water.

COLD DISHES FOR WARM DAYS 


Pressed beef and meats with jelly 


AVING spent some weeks in a very 


warm climate lately, I have real- 


ized how much cold dishes are ap- 


preciated when offered at any meal, s0 I 


am quoting those I have found accept- 


able, contributor to the San 


Diego Union. 

Eggs and 
Three hard boiled eggs, 
boiled peas, some young carrots and tur- 
nips, one pound of boiled beans, half a 
pound of young potatoes, good mayon- 
naise sauce, a few capers, a little lemon 
rind, two sliced tomatoes, and, if pos- 
sible, cucumber. 

Boil and rinse in cold water ell the 
vegetables, cut the roots into dice-shaped 
pieces, mix with the peas and beans, 
adding just enough mayonnaise sauce to 
make all stick together, and form a 
mound on a pretty fancy dish. Scatter 
chopped parsley lightly over this, and 
round the base arrange the hard-boiled 
eggs cut in quarters, a little chopped 
caper on each quarter. Slice the toma- 
toes and cucumber very thinly and ar- 
range them in rows on the mold, scat- 
tering a little grated lemon rind over all. 
Keep in a very cold place till served. 

Cold meats with jelly—A quarter of 
a pound of sliced ham, a quarter of a 
pound of sliced pressed Lsef or tongue, 
very thin slices. of cold veal or beef, 
three gherkins, two spoonfuls of aspic 
jelly, salad. 

Select a long, narrow dish for this, and 
on one side of it arrange the slices of 
ham, each overlapping the last, Touching 
this, have the veal in a n ine, then 
the tongue, and at_the end of the dish 
have a pile of dressed salad.

three hard-boiled eggs, sprigs of parsley, 
one beetroot. 

Nicely flavor the stock and stew the 
veal and ham in it for one hour and a 
half, or till tender. Drain, and when 
cold cut into meat slices. Cut the eggs 
into slices. Put a little of the stock the 
meat was stewed in into a plain mold. 
When set, arrange whites and yolks of 
eggs, and beetroot (cut into dice) into.a 
fixed design, cover with a little more 
stock, then fill the mold with the meat, 
ham and remains of the garnish. Sea- 
son all with white pepper and a little 
salt. The rest of the stock should be 
poured into the mold to fill it up. 
Should the stock not be strong enough 
to jelly, add a little gelatine before using 
it. Turn out to serve and garnish. 


Pressed beef—One pound, of rump 
steak, half a pound of rolled bacon, a 
qua@rter of a pound of breadcrumbs and 
two eggs. Season with a dash of all- 
spice, black pepper and salt. 

Mince the meat, add the breadcrumbs, 
mix. all together, seasoning rather 
highly, then drop in the beaten eggs, stir 
all together thoroughly. Place the mix- 


ture into a three-pound jam jar, press’ 


it down, then steam slowly for three 
hours; do not let the water once go off 
the boil. Qurn the mixture out of the 
jar, roll it, and-press betwen two boards. 
When cold and set, cut into very thin 
slices and serve.

MUSEUM VISITORS 
SHOW DECREASE 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—According to a report on 
the work of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum at South Kensington during 
the year 1911 516,673 people visited the 
institution on days other than students’ 
days, ~ 125,191 visited it on students’ 
days, on which a charge of sixpence is 
made for admission, and 110,706 on Sun- 
days, making a total of 752,570 visitors 
during the course of the year, as com- 
pared with 967,592 in 1910. The de- 
crease in the number of visitors during 
1911 was probably largely due to the 
coronation festivities and the prolonged 
fine, indeed brilliant weather of the 
summer months,

Christians of today may well repeat 
the same query, “What is this word?” 
until the life of their great Master is 
thoroughly understood and demon- 
strated. The Gospels abundantly answer 
the ceeker for truth. Christ Jesus ‘said, 
“It is written, Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 

The “word” then is not material since 
he places it in contradistinction to the 
material bread, but is spiritual, emanat- 
ing from God: In his parting talks or 
prayers with his disciples, whetein he 
is preparing them for the ministry of 
the world, he says, “Sanctify them 
| through Thy truth; Thy word is truth.” 
| Hence the word of God is His omnipotent 
will, constituting the spiritual law or 
\truth of creation. What He wills 
exists. 

John, the beloved disciple, understood 
this, and opens his Gospel with the won- 
derful prelude, “In the beginning was 
|the Word”—the manifesto or will of God. 
| Christ Jesus, the incarnation ‘of this 
manifesto, for the “Word was made 
| flesh,” understood this, and hence his 
power. To his consciousness the good 
of God alone existed, and in his healing 
|work he acknowledged no other pheno- 
nena. To the man with the withered 
hand he said, “Stretch forth thine 
'hand,” ignoring at once the supposition 
'that its possessor could not stretch it 
forth. To the impotent man he said,

They will, he is sure, come to see “the shallowness of attacks upon 
existing institutions and the deceitful promises of undefined benefit 
by undefined charges.” The fundamantal issues at stake are three: 
retention of representative government on a sound basis; the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary, and maintenance of the present economic 
basis—that is, preservation of a fair system of protection by tariff 
duties and encouragement of business expansion and legitimate use 
of capital minus the inequalities of mongpoly. 

Republican defeat, the President clares, will bring about 
“political and economic revolution and business paralysis,’ conse- 
quently an appeal is made to Democrats, who “revere the constitu- 
tion” and inherited institutions of government, to come to the aid 
ot the party that is arrayed against radical propositions of “‘change 
in form of government recklessly advanced to satisfy what is sup- 
posed to be popular clamor.”’ . Men who “deprecate disturbance in 
business conditions and are yearning for that quiet from demagogic 
agitation which is essential to the enjoyment by the whole people of 
the great prosperity which the good crops ought to bring us” are 
invited to lend the Republican candidate their support. 

There is no question in Mr. Taft’s thought of the validity of 
the nomination proffered by Mr. Root and the notification commit- 
tee. “A victory for the right was won at Chicago.” If the triumph 
of demagoguery and threatened socialism is to be averted, then a 
second term of office should be given to a leader who stands stanchly 
for the ideals of the fathers. 

As a revelation of the stability of the President when once he 
has taken his position the reply to the notification committee is clear.

and than it has for the country. For a short 
| time it looked as if this policy might be 
Battleships reversed, to the injury of universal peace. 
he crisis has been safely passed, however. 
Popular opinion has made itself felt at Wash- 
ington. There are, to all appearances, 
enough votes in the House now to assure a program of satisfactory 
construction. Many leading men in the Democratic party, including 
its nominee for the presidency and its leader in the House, are striv- 
ing earnestly and energetically to save the party from the conse- 
quences of inaction. They will hardly succeed fully unless they 
shall prevail upon those who voted wrongly in the caucus to change 
their attitude completely, and to do it in such a manner as to con- 
vince the people that they are repentant. 

The situation is not, of course, irreparable for the party. 
Indeed, it.is not impossible to see how, under wise direction, it can 
be made to redound finally to the benefit of the Democracy. That 
it has aroused already a long-time dormant nationalistic spirit in the 
leadership and rank and file of the party is evident from the numer- 
ous rumblings of revolt. The nationalistic sentiment is not alwavs 
the best sentiment, but there are occasions in all countries when the 
populace exalts itself by an exhibition of native pride.. A political 
party may entertain and promote almost any kind of views on every 
other subject, but the political party that, intentionally or uninten- 
tionally, deliberately or impulsively, arrays itself against the higher 
national sentiment of its country invites serious consequences for 
itself. 
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PROCRASTINATION by nations is as imprudent 
as by persons. President Taft, Colonel 
Goethals, and each from his own standpoint, 
months ago urged on Congress prompt and 
definite decision concerning administration of 
the Panama canal. Supposing that stich 
| action would be taken, the construction corps 
| pushed its gigantic task with swiftness and 
| thoroughness, and the national executive 

made pledges committing the nation to open- 
ing at a date next year. Had Congress heeded the exhortation 
given it long ago and promptly set about debate of the important 
issues involved the present situation regarding the measure might 
have been avoided. For it is now urged that owing to the tangle 
of business facing Congress, the lateness of the sitting and the rad- 
ical differences of opinion which exist, further action on all save 
minor details absolutely necessary to continuance of the work be 
postponed until next session. 

Present conditions may justify refusal to deal superficially 
with so important a matter, involving as it does naming rates that 
shipping of all nations must pay and also definition by the United 
States of its ethical standards regarding treaty pledges. The in- 
evitable effect, however, of a decision now to postpone settlement 
of vital policies of canal admiristration will be to complicate the 
problem which Colonel Goethals must meet; it will delay use of the 
waterway beyond the time set; and it may seriously) affect the plans 
of enterprises such as the Panama-Pacific exposition, and must 
prolong the period of ‘uncertainty which foreign and domestic 
owners of shipping have endured awaiting news of tolls to be 


imposed.

tion in many instances of increasing the royalty charges. The rail- 
roads assert with great positiveness that they cannot pay higher 
wages to their employees unless the public agrees to bear the.cost. 
The coal roads, of course, are included in this declaration. Take it 
all around, it is the public that must pay the bill. 

In return for this the nublic should, by right, be permitted to 
take a more active part in determining the conditions under which 
the coal operatives and the coal railroads transact their business. An 
agency of the public, and a useful one, is the United States geolog- 
ical survey. This agency has time and again called the attention of 
its master, the public, to the fact that millions of tons of coal and 
millions of dollars in money are being wasted by reason of the fail- 
ure of the people to follow the example of Germany and some other 
countries in using the fuel briquet. In 1911 the total production of 
these briquets in the United States was 769,721 short tons. In the 
Same vear the production of fuel briquets in Germany amounted to 
18,554,608 short tons—nearly 18,000,000 tons in excess of the pro- 
duction in this country. 

Apparently, the cost of fuel briquets is greater than the cost of 
coal, and because this is so, it is difficult to induce the American con- 
sumer to use them. In reality the briquets can be used with much 
greater economy. Moreover, if they were used the price of coal 
would be lower, because the waste of*the mines would be smaller. 
Just to illustrate: In 1911 the shipments of anthracite smaller than 
pea coal amounted to over 20,000,000 long tons, of which 85 per 
cent was obtained in the preparation of freshly mined coal. This 
20,000,000 tons was worth not to exceed $30,000,000, or $1.50 a 
ton, but had it been manufactured into briquets of egg and stove 
size, at a cost of about $25,000,000, it would have been worth $70.- 
000,000. In other words, a profit of 60 per cent was lost here by 
reason of the failure to make proper use of a raw product. In the 
end the public pays the cost of all the waste of the mines, of all the 
mistakes of the operatives and, which is more to the point, of all its 
own mistakes 1n overlooking economies in which it is very deeply 
concerned.

The United States ts indebted to Australia 

and New Zealand for several demonstrated improvements in demo- 

cratic government first tested in the smaller and more isolated civic 

laboratories carried on by the Anglo-Celts under favorable condi- 
tions. 

On the other hand Australia 1s not averse to importing much 
of her literature, machinery and manufactured products from the 
United States, and of late she has been facing problems of irriga- 
tion and promotion of emigration in the light of American expe- 
rience. A special commissioner, recently in the United States, is 
reported as having returned with definite recommendations based 
on careful and approving study of these problems. Previously an 
expert from Washington, conversant with federal irrigation work, 
had been deputed to assist in the Australian reclamation service. 

Were the Pacific coast cities as congested as are some of those 
en the Atlantic seaboard and were the Calitornia and Oregon hinter- 
land as thickly settled as stateslike Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, 
Australia might count on some immigrants from the United States. 
Canada is so situated as to make a more alluring appeal than Aus- 
tralia to the emigrant from Great Britain and Ireland; and as for 
settlers from other parts of Europe, Australia hitherto has not been 
pressing in her invitation. Asiatics she prohibits. 

The United States is trying out en a vast scale the process of 
fusion.

there has been any popular turning from the 
theory or that Presidents or secretaries of 
state have ceased to be vigilant in its defense, 
where is the evidence’? Far from a prophet was Ollivier, the French 
publicist, when in 1900 he predicted that the doctrine would “drop 
into desuetude.”” On the contrary, with effective changes in both 
European and Asiatic nations’ equipment for war beyond seas in 
mind, and by the construction and armament of the Panama canal 
called upon to assume new responsibilities in the region adjacent to 
the waterway, the republic is alert as seldom before; and it has become 
necessary, in the opinion of the foreign relations committee of the 
Senate, still further to define precisely what the future attitude of 
the United States is to be toward non-American nations assuming 
to gain title to territory on the two continents. The necessity for 
this deliverance, be it noted, is said to be because of indirect rather 
than direct action. Hence, if the Senate and House assent to the 
plan of the foreign relations committee, hereafter it will be held as 
offensive to the United States if any territory or harbor passes under 
the control of persons or corporations having relations with a gov- 
ernment not American such as practically make the holdings those 
of the non-American nation. 

Such an extension of the doctrine it can easily be seen is much 
more likely to be challenged in a time of commercial and industrial 
enterprise and exploration like the present than it would have been a 
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generation ago. The specific case calling for the action by Congress 
no doubt was the recent threatened and possible transfer of land on 
Magdalena bay, Lower California, to Japanese traders who, though 
private citizens, were suspected of secretly promoting their nation’s 
ends. Quite as disturbing but not so much discussed have been 
developments inthe Danish West Indies, where elaborate harbor 
development is to be undertaken soon. German ambition and inten- 
tion are connected with this, though it be formally irreproachably 
Danish. The most practical comment of an assenting kind that 
could be made to this possible action by Congress would be enlarg- 
ment of the navy rather than such a starving process as is now being 
followed. 

Possibly the Senate debate on this issue will reveal just what 
the anti-militarist strength is. 
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Up TO THE close of the American civil war 
little or nothing was known of the real value 
of cottonseed. It was generally regarded in 
the South as a waste and an incumbrance. 
There were laws prohibiting the dumping of 
the seed in running streams. To allow it to 
accumulate around the plantation houses was 
simply to promote a nuisance. A few, how- 
ever, had seen some possibilities of putting 
the seed to use. With the return of peace 
and the revival of the textile industry, the idea of crushing the seed 
and extracting oil from it took form. By 1880 this industry had 
grown to the point where it had a commercial value of about $7,000,- 
000. But even then there was no general appreciation of the pos- 
sibilities of cottonseed as a wealth-producer. Much of it was still 
going to waste. The Manufacturers Record is authority for the 
statement that an industrial exposition 1s now planned for Dallas, 
Tex., the main purpose of which is to exhibit the products of cot- 
tonseed. 

Speaking generally, people now eat and wear cottonseed prod- 
ucts and do all manner of things with them. The lintels yield bat- 
ting, wadding, stuffing for pads, cushions, comforts, horse collars 
and upholstery, mixing for shoddy, for wool in hat-making and 
for lambs’ wool in fleece-lined underwear; also for felt and low 
grade yarns used in making lamp and candle wicks, twine, rope and 
carpets; also cellulose used in making artificial silk and writing 
paper, and as a basis for explosives. 

sut this is not all. The hulls are used in feed, fertilizer, paper 
stock and stuffing. The cake and meal are also used in fertilizers, 
in dye-stuffs, in feed for cattle, poultry, horses and swine, as well 
as in confectionery and flour. The oil enters into the manufacture 
of lard compounds, white cottofene, butter oif, cooking oil, salad oil, 
“Olive” oil and oleomargarines. It is used mm the packing of olives 
and sardines, in miners’ oil, in lubricating oil, in paints, in mixing 
for.putty and in automobile tires. It is am ingredient of soap, wash- 
ing powders, etc. Altogether there are fifty-three products. Mil- 
lions of capital ané thousands of persons are employed in the indus- 
tries growing out of the use of cottonseed. In this connection the 
Manufacturers Record says: “Edward Atkinson of Boston, who tn 
his life rendered valuable service to the industrial South in his 
statistical presentation of conditions there, took the ground a quar- 
ter of a century ago, as we recall it, that the cottonseed, weighing 
twice as much as the fiber, would some day be worth quite as much.” 

There certainly is encouragement for the belief that this proph- 
ecy will-be fulfilled. The history of the cottonseed industry in 
the last forty years is full of marvels. An exposition that would 
present objectively its various steps from the beginning should be 
full af interest and instruction and might be the means of giving a 
fresh impulse and impetus to discovery.

It 1s recog- 
nized, to begin with, that the Grand Trunk 
company is proceeding only rationally when it enters upon plans to 
people the territory it is now opening to development. At great 
expenditure of enterprise, energy and money it has placed large 
sections of arable and inviting territory within reach of the farmer 
of the east who feels restricted in his opportunities. ‘The eastern 
farmer, for his part, is offered such inducements as he cannot afford 
to ignore to sell out his holding and move with his family into a 
country where everything is possible. This migration, viewed from 
« narrow standpoint, will mean the loss of 40,000 persons to Ontario; 
more than that, the Grand Trunk confidently hopes to double the 
number of these immigrants. They will not only take themselves 
away: they will take with them a large amount of capital. ‘They 
will still be in Canada; but will they be lost to Ontario? 

Hardly. In this country the optimistic view has been taken 
that the Amerigans who have emigrated to the prairie provinces are 
no more lost than were their predecessors who emigrated to and 
assisted in the making of the American West. Surely there has 
been rich compensation in the latter movement. The East has shared 
to the full in all the advantages resulting from the development and 
peopling of the West. The East, and all the enterprises in which 
it is concerned, is prosperous today because the West is fruitful 
and has been made so largely through the efforts of those it parted 
with regretfully a generation or two ago. There has been apparent 
loss ; but there has been real compensation. The West is more closely 
knitted to the East because of the manner of its settlement. The 
West has not forgotten the East, nor will it forget. 

So must it be also with the east and the west on the other 
side of the line. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta will through 
all time be more Canadian because of Ontario’s contribution to the 
foundation stones of the new empire. A new problem confronts 
those who stay behind. Their ranks must be recruited and closed. 
Standards must be maintained. Traditions must not be forgotten. 
As time goes by distances will shorten. The ties that are forming 
now will be drawn together and cemented, and unity, not separation, 
will result from the diffusion throughout the west ‘of the ideas and 
ideals that make Ontario a good land to live in.
